Asks New Farm Inquiry 


tavors Federal Commission to Study Conditions and 
Report to Congress as a Basis for Relief Legis- 
lation—Haugen Bill Held Inadequate. 


A recommendation for the creation of 
a Federal Farm Board by President 
Coolidge to study the needs of agricul- 
ture and to make a comprehensive re- 
port to Congress for the purpose of se- 
curing the necessary farm relief legis- 
lation was presented for consideration 
to the board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
yesterday at the agricultural session of 
the sixteenth annual convention of the 
chamber. 

The recommendation was contained 
in the report of the special agricultural 
committee and brought to a climax the 
long period of investigation of the agri- 
cultural question by the chamber. 

In calling attention to the fact that 
the committee recommended no indi- 
vidual piece of legislation, Dwight B 
Heard, newspaper publisher, of Arizona. 
and chairman of the committee, said 
the committee was convinced of the in- 
adequacy of the McNary-Haugen bill 
now before Congress, and that to en- 
able agriculture to obtain its share of 
the national income it is essential that 
it be organized along the modern lines 
of other American industries. 

Were agriculture organized along the 
same lines as other industrial activities 


the committee reported, it would result. 


in the intelligent control and distribu- 
tion of seasonal surplus production, the 


Stabilization of prices, the avoldance of 


glutted markets, increased unil piouuc- 
tion, utilization of land resources, im- 
proved methods of orderly and efficient 
commodity marketing through coopera- 
tive action and the development anda 
maintenance of tvaorable facilities fo1 
production and marketing credit.

Loose credits and mushroom growth 
of construction companies were cited 
as the leading causes for wasteful, 
delayed and faulty construction opera- 
t'ons. 

The organization includes members 
of the executive committee of the As- 
sociated General Contractors o. Amer- 
ica and of two representit.ves of each 
of the following ‘rade organizations: 
United Roofiing Contractors of Amer- 
lca, National Association of Sheet Metal 
Contractors, Elevator Manufacturers 
Association, Heating and Piping Con- 
tractors National Association, Interna- 
tional Association of Master Painters 
and Decorators of America; National 
Association of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, Association oi “‘ectragists, Na- 
tional Association of Master Plumbers, 
International Cut Stone Contractors 
and Quarrymens Association, National 
Aesociation of Marble Dealers, Con- 
tracting Plasterers Iniernational Asso- 
clation, and Tile and Metal Contractors 
Association of America 

George B. Walbridge, Detroit, chalir- 
man of the com, ‘ttee, presided at 
the organization meeting yesterday and 
submitted a report of that session to 
the full conference. 

In addressing the conference, Mr 
Walbridge declared “hundreds of con- 
cerns operating in the construction in- 
dustry are in a state of perpetual in- 
solvency.

FARM ORGANIZATION 
UPHELD BY CHAMBER 
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creased advantages in farming, Mr 
Barnes declared 

Approval of the stand taken by the 
national organization in urging a lower 
corporation tax rate was reiterated 
yesterday by the finance group, which 
adopted a resolution urging Congress 
to lower the corporation tax rate from 
13144 per cent to 10 per cent.

He 
declared that any radical change could 
be avoided if the business man and 
others familiarized themselves with the 
various proposed changes. 

The greatest peril to this country to- 
day the indifference and apathy of 
our business men toward the problems 
of government, local and national, 
Silas H. Strawn, president of the 
American Bar Association, declared at 
the general session of the-champber. 

The trouble with the average Ameri- 
can business man is, Mr. Strawn said, 
that he is too deeply engrossed in pro- 
duction and accumulation to know 
what is going on politically. 

The outpouring of restrictive 
regulatory laws from American legis- 
latures also was attacked by Mr 
Strawn. Bills by Senators Caraway. 
Norris and Shipstead, placing restric- 
tions upon the courts, were specifically 
denounced. 
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Strawn Sees Too Many Laws. 


“Not even casual observers of our po- 
litical conditions,” he said, “can escape 
the conclusion that we already have far 
too many laws and too many regulatory 
bodies, and that instead of exhausting 
their time and ingenuity in the fram- 
ing of more laws, most of which are 
unnecessary, many foolish, and some 
absolutely revolutionary, it would be 
much better for the country if our 
legislators and congressmen were to 
give more of their effort to the con- 
struction and building up, rather than 
to the tearing down, of our commercial 
industrial and financial enterprises.” 

The era of the big business unit is at 
hand, having just begun, Mr. Strawn 
continued in predicting that in the 
future the problem of Congress and the 
legislatures should be not how com- 
binations of capital and labor may be 
disintegrated and destroyed, but how 
they should be regulated and controlled 
so as best to serve the public. 

Proper regional planning, as a means 
of developing the best type of metro- 
politan regions, was urged before the 
civic department group session by 
Samuel P. Wetherill, jr., president of 
the Regional Planning Federation of the 
Philadelphia Tri-State District. Cities. 
he said, are becoming conscious of their 
suburbs because under modern traf- 
fic conditions suburbs are an integral 
part of the city.

* The defeat of Herbert Hoover in 
diana is a serious setback, just as his 
Victory there would have been hailed as 
proof of almost irresistible strength. 
senator Watson has carried the State by 
over 30,000. He has captured four- 
fifths of the delegates to the State con- 
vention, which makes certain that the 
delegates to Kansas City will be in- 
structed for him. Watson has carried 
twelve of the thirteen districts of the 
State, and 78 counties as against 14 for 
Hoover. It was a clear day, and perhaps 
50 per cent of the farmers busied them- 
selves on the farm and did not vote. Of 
the farmers voting, at least 90 per cent 
appear to have voted for Watson. 

The Indiana contest is the only one in 
which Hoover has had a test of strength 
against a rival. Making all allowances 
for Watson’s advantages in possessing a 
wonderful organization, the fact remains 
that if the Republicans of that State had 
preferred Hoover there was nothing to 
prevent them from saying so. They are 
a well-informed people, keenly alive to 
national politics, and the Hoover cam- 
naigen had not left them in the dark as to 
his qualifications. 

Much was made of the possibilitv of 
Indiana Republicans voting for Mr. 
Hoover in preference to Senator Watson 
as a rebuke to the State machine and as 
a protest against official corruption. It 
now appears that this effort to turn Ke- 
publicans against Senator Watson was ill 
advised. He has gone before the pecple 
of his State and has received a vote of 
confidence. They have demonstrated 
that they do not hold him responsible for 
the delinquencies or crimes of other men. 
The vote personal triumph for 
Watson. 

‘It has been believed in some quarters 

that Secretary Hoover enjoyed especial 
popularity among women voters. Ihe 
prediction was made that Indiana would 
surprise the country by a tremendous 
vote for Hoover on the part. of women, 
completely upsetting: precedents and in- 
dicating similar victories elsewhere. But 
the returns do not reveal that Republican 
women differed in opinion from Republi- 
can men. If they had made up their 
minds to support Hoover the result would 
have been evident in some of the districts 
carried by Watson. 

Mr. Hoover must now face a handicap 
in his campaign instead of having behind 
him a victory in Indiana. The glamour of 
success is no longer about him, and he 
must fight with redoubled vigor every- 
where. His opponents are encouraged, 
especially in the agricultural States, and 
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\ his followers are necessarily forced to

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THE RADIO IN) POLITICS. 

The campaign now in motion may be the 
means of determining the place that the radio 
is to have in the political life of the Nation. 
The growth of existing facilities for reaching 
the voters, and the fact that public men have 
become accustomed to this form of appeal 
should combine to fill the air this fall with 
the oratory of the rival candidates and their 
Supporters. Already it is announced that one 
of the largest broadcasting chains expects in 
the near future to make a definite announce- 
ment of policy with respect to the presidential 
campaign. 

The use of the air has not been neglected 
in the preconvention fight. The two important 
primaries waged so far in the East have both 
made radio an adjunct. The voters of Ohio 
were importuned in behalf of the contesting 
forces by’ many radio-spellbinders. Indiana 
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voters were reached in the same fashion. A 
curious and significant factor in the Hoosier 
radio appeal was the fact that Indiana is 
limited as a State in its broadcasting facilities. 
This did not deter the office seekers or their 
friends. Time was bought at stations in 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and Hopkins- 
ville, Ky. From these relatively distant points 
speakers addressed their remarks to the Indi- 
ana electorate. One speech delivered from 4 
Chicago station was intended almost entirely 
for the ears of the voters in Marion County.

150 GIVEN MEDICAL AID 


Little Rock, Ark.. May 9 (A. P.).— 
An army reserve corps hospital unit, 
whose mobilization established a prece- 
dent for Confederate Veterans’ reun- 
ions, today had given some form of 
treatment to approximately 150 of the 
aged veterans and a dozen or more 
widows or wives of veterans during the 
reunion. 


Most of those treated were suffering 
from exhaustion, their average ages

Increased pensions in Southern States 
for veterans and widows of veterans and 
assumption by the States of the entire 
cost of carving the five representatives 
of each on Stone Mountain memorial 
to the Confederacy of Georgia were 
recommended as objectives of the Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, in the report 
of their commapnder-in-chief. Dr. S. L. 
Lowry, of Tamp&, Fla. 

Dr. Lowry expressed a belief that if 
the Stone Mountain Memorial is to be 
completed during the present genera- 
tion there would “have to be an entire 
reorganization and on broad lines.” 

Dr. Lowry estimated the cost to each 
State would “be from  $%150,000 to

DOUBT if there is anything save 
I positive ill-health, that can be 
counted on’ more certainly, to add 
years to a woman's appearance, to en- 
courage an irritable disposition and to 
take eagerness and joy out of life than 
tired, aching feet. 

The feet are not to blame. They en- 
dure an enormous amount of monot- 
onous work, and it is no wonder that 
the delicately adjusted bones, muscles 
and tendons, neglected, cry out for at 
least a brief respite. 

Enclosed in casings of leather or 
heavy fabrics, casings that too often 
are not suited to the natural shape of 
the feet, all‘ the poor feat can do is to 
work on and endure—as long as they 
can. Because, perhaps, it seems an un- 
conventional or immodest thing to re- 
move the shoes occasionally during the 
day and give the feet a brief massage 
and a few moments of freedom and re- 
laxation, they are too often doomed to 
be cramped from early morning to late 
evening.

A change to fresh, 
light shoes, and the afternoon's work 
will be faced with a new eagerness. A 
rschedule like this, followed faithfully, 
will mean not only increased efficiency 
and capacity for work, but steadier 
nerves and some energy left over for 
an enjoyable evening. 

Foot discomfort is frequently caused 
by excessive perspiration. If the feet 
still perspire, in spite of a change of 
stockings and shoes during the day, the 
following treatment will be found bene- 
ficial, 

Bathe the feet each evening, first In 
hot water, with a pure soap, then give 
them a thorough rinsing in cool water. 
After drying, apply a lotion made of 
three ounces of alcohol and two drams 
of beta naphthol. After allowing this 
solution to dry, dust the feet with an 
astringent powder. The following 
powder can be made at home: One 
ounce powdered alum, two ounces pow- 
dered orris-root, two ounces boracic 
talcum powder.

John Lee Mahin Explains Use| 
of Proper Mediums to 
Build Reputation. 


American manufacturers spend be- | 
tween 81,000,000.000 and %2,500,000,000 | 
annually for advertising, John Lee 
Mahin, of New York, members of 
the Rotary Club meeting in the Wil- 
lard Hotel yesterday, during a talk on 
“The Comparative Value of Advertising 
Mediums.” | 

The real purpose of this advertising 
is to create a reputation, Mr, Mahin 
stated. A knowledge of human nature 
and of the proper advertising mediums 
through which a particular message 
should be disseminated is essential in | 
building up this reputation, he stated. 

“Many advertising’ solicitors seek to 
fit the medium to the problem rather 
than the problem to the _ proper 
medium,” Mr. Mahin declared.

Two years ago the car companies no- 
tified the Commissioners that they 
would submit to regulation of traffic

Now, however, they have changed 
their minds. John H. Hanna, president 
of the Capital Traction Co., said yes- 
terday that he would raise no objection 
to the proposed installation in Seventh 
street, because he believed the new type 
of operation of signals proposed bv 
Traffic Director William H. Harland 
would not impede car operation. It 1s 
assumed that the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co. will hold the same atti- 
tude relative to the proposed G street 
signals.

A concerted drive on motorists who 
cross automatic light-controlled inter-

The amber light is intended to 
warn that the lights are to change, he 
said, and motorists are permitted to 
continue across the street after the 
green light has changed to amber if 
they are too close to the intersection 
to stop.

Arguments on the appeal of Daniel

Dog Muzzling Order 


Issued for June |

The annual order to muzzle all dogs 
after June 1 was issued yesterday by 
the District Commissioners under au- 
thority of the act “to create a revenue 
in the District of Columbia by levying 
a tax upon all dogs therein, to make 
such dogs personal property and for 
other purposes.” The order read as 
follows: 

“The Commissioners hereby give 
notice that every dog in the District 
shall, for a period of four months from 
and after June 1, 1928, wear a good 
substantial muzzle, securely put on, 
so as to prevent it from biting or 
snapping, and any dog going at large 
during said period without such muz- 
zle shall be taken up by the pound- 
master and {mpounded; provided, that 
this order shall not apply to dogs held 
in leash by their owners.”

Citations for S-4 Salvage In- 
cludes Recognition of Div- 
ing Supervisor. 


Award of decorations for heroism in 
Nicaragua, submarine S-4 rescue and 


salvage work and aerial achievement 
were approved by Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur yesterday, officers honored be- 
ing: 

Lieuts. John B. O'Neill and William 
T. Minnick, Medical Corps, for whom 
Navy crosses had been recommended 
by the Navy Board of Awards for hero- 
ism in Nicaragua; Capt. E. J. King and 
Commander Harold E. Saunders, dis- 
tinguished service medals, for ineri- 
torious service in connection with the 
S-4 rescue and salvage operations, 
Lieut. Henry Hartley, of Bladensburg, 
Md.; Chief Boatswain George Cregan, 
and Chief Gunner Clarence L. Tibbals, 
Navy crosses, for distinguished service 
in these operations, and Lieut. William 
V. Davis, jr., the distinguished flying 
cross. Capt. King and Lieut. Hartley 
previously had been decorated .ofFr 
salvage work in connection with the 
sunken submarine 8-51. 

Lieut. O'Neill was medical officer of 


two lost aviators when it became en- 
gaged with a vastly superior force of 
Nicaraguan rebels October 9, 1927, at 
Sapotillal. Lieut. O'Neill, at risk of 
his life, successfully administered mede- 
ical aid to the wounded and gave val- 
uable assistance to his commanding 


Skillful in Rescue Work. 


Lieut. Minnick, medical officer of an 
expedition of marines engaged near 
Quilali, December 30, 1927, although 
wounded, without any regard for his 
personal safety, circulated among the 
men and by prompt attention to the 
wounded saved the lives of many. 

The flying cross to Lieut. (j.g.) 
Davis is for extraordinary achievement 
in filght and =in_ recognition of 
his skill, courage, and resourcefulness 
as navigator of the airplane, Woolaroc, 
which won the Dole air race from San 
Francisco to Honolulu, August 16, 1927 
His citation states he took part in this 
hazardous undertaking voluntarily in 
the interest of development of aerial 
navigation and by his achievement be- 
came the first naval officer to reach the 
Hawaiian Islands from the mainland 
by alr. 

The citation for Capt. King is “for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service in a duty 
of great responsibility as commanding 
officer of the S-4 salvage force. Largely 
through his untiring energy, efficient 
administration, and judicious decisions 
this most difficult task, under ex- 
tremely adverse conditions, was brought 
to a prompt and successful conclu- 
sion.” 


Salvage Commander Rewarded. 


That for Commander Saunders reads: 

“As salvage officer he was intrusted 
with every phase otf the work on the 
hull of the ill-fated submarine and 
largely due to his boundless energy, 
high technical skill and excellent judg- 
ment, the success of the operations 
was assured.” 

Those for Lieut. Hartley, command- 
ing the Falcon, and Chief Boatswain 
Cregan, of the Sagamore. commends 
their skillful handling of these vessels 
participating in the rescue work. Lieut. 
Hartley soon will be on duty at the 
Washington Navy Yard. 

The citation accompanying the cross 
award to Chief Gunner Tibbals, of the 
Washington Navy Yard, states: 

“For distinguished service to the 
Government in a duty of responsibil- 
ity as chief diving supervisor through- 
out the salvage operations of the U. 8S. 
S. S-4. His great experience in diving, 
his excellent judgment, zeal and en- 
ergy, and untiring devotion to duty 
was an important factor in the final 
success of the operation.” 


Stabbed and Beaten 
By Wife, He Claims 


Frank W. Holmes, Center Market 
poultry dealer, who is being held in the 
District under $1,000 bond on a writ 
sued out in Equity Court by his wife, 
Mrs. Helen R. Holiness, 621 Massachus- 
etts avenue northeast, filed counter- 
charges of cruelty against her yester- 
day in his answer presented by Attor- 
neys Emerson & Smith. She sued for 
a limited divorce. 

Holmes says that on one occasion his 
wife struck him so hard over the head 
with a heavy candlestick that he was 
knocked unconscious down a flight of 
steps. She also stabbed him with a 
butcher knife, he avers. Mrs. Holmes 
is also charged with having thrown her 
wedding ring out of the window, and 
lost it, and with pawning a $500 dia- 
mond ring given her last Christmas by 
her husband. He also says that she 
told him that if it were not for their 
three children she would put poison in 
his coffee. On March 28, Holmes says, 
his wife obtaired money from him for 
Easter clothes and then deserted him. 
He asks the court to quash the writ 
holding him here so that he can attend 
to his out-of-town buying.
